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Bird's Eye View 
of the 
FIRST ILLINOIS CANCER CONGRESS

Springfield was the scene of the First 
Illinois Cancer Congress with head- 
quarters at the St. Nicholas Hotel, 
March 9-11. Theme of the meeting was 
the “Early Detection and Prompt Treat- 
ment of Cancer.” 

The Illinois Department of Public 
Health sponsored the meeting, in co- 
operation with the Illinois State Medi- 
cal Society, Illinois Academy of General 
Practice, Illinois State Dental Society, 
Illinois Association of Medical Health 
Officers, and the American Cancer So- 
ciety, Illinois Division. A special grant of 
the 71st General Assembly made the 
conference possible. 

Recognizing that the majority of can- 
cers can be detected in the early stages 
when prompt treatment will prevent 
disability and death, clinical conferences 
for physicians, dentists, and nurses cen- 
tered around the types of cancer that are 
amenable to early detection. 

Top authorities in the cancer field 
lent their assistance in leading the ex-

changes of professional ideas. Demon- 
strations of available equipment, as well 
as techniques in early cancer detection, 
were part of the three day Congress 
which attracted professional persons 
from all parts of the State. 

Cancer, the number two killer, was 
discussed in all phases and aspects, even 
the psychological impact on the patient 
and his family. Exhibits, which pains- 
takingly portrayed various early lesions 
so they would be recognizable, were well 
attended. Lectures and discussions were 
profusely illustrated by demonstrations 
with movies and special slides. 

Oral cancer, is more widely prevalent 
than suspected, with a average of one 
death each day in Illinois attributed to 
oral cancer. Congress sessions covered 
phases of early detection of oral cancer 
and treatment, with some of the out- 
standing authorities in the field par- 
ticipating.

At a luncheon sponsored by the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society with Dr. Paul 
Durkin presiding, Robert J. Gorlin 
D.D.S. professor of oral pathology, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota School of Dentis- 
try, discussed a “Pilot Study in Oral 
Cancer Detection” which was conducted 
by the Minnesota State Dental Society. 

Later in the day, with Dr. Penhale as 
moderator, James L. Bradley, D.D.S. 
and Robert T. Curren, D.D.S. of Spring- 
field presented a practical demonstra- 
tion of the varied biopsy techniques 


used for the diagnosis of different types 
of oral lesions. Robert M. Booth, D.D.S., 
Springfield, gave a slide demonstration 
on the differential diagnosis of oral 
lesions. The session was closed with a 
film on “Oral Examination” by the 
American Cancer Society and a discus- 
sion of oral cancer with audience par- 
ticipation and Dr. Stuteville acting as 
moderator. 

The attendance at the oral cancer 
section of the congress, by dentists from 
all parts of the State, demonstrated the 
medical-dental interest in the problem 
of oral cancer.

ALTHOUGH recurrent tonsillar infec- 
tions are believed to predispose to exa- 
cerbations of rheumatic symptoms, no 
direct relationship has been established 
between oral disease and rheumatic 
fever. The patient that has had rheu- 
matic fever presents a problem, how- 
ever. Defective, scarred heart valves 
must be considered prone to develop 
subacute bacterial endocarditis, should 
pathogenic bacteria become lodged 
upon them. 

The offending organism is most often 
Streptococcus viridans. The organism 
gains entrance into the blood stream 
and lodges upon roughened surfaces 
and edges of previously damaged valves. 
Rapid multiplication of the organism 
produces small vegetations or growths 
upon the valve margins which from 
this secondary source, are continuously 
swept into the blood stream and carried 
throughout the body. Emboli in the 
brain, kidney, and spleen or other areas 
may result. 

Virtually all known pathological or- 
ganisms have been recovered from in- 
fections about the oral cavity and face. 
Certain organisms are present far more 
commonly. Streptococci and staphylo- 
cocci of various types outnumber other 
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Rheumatic Heart Disease and the Dentist 





organisms by a wide margin. Strepto- 
coccus viridans, the most common or- 
ganism causing subacute bacterial endo- 
carditis, is a common inhabitant. 

Rheumatic heart patients, therefore, 
require special consideration from the 
dentist’s standpoint. 

Most patients with rheumatic heart 
disease are aware of its seriousness and 
have been thoroughly oriented by their 
physician to tell their dentists of the 
need for prophylactic treatment when- 
ever oral surgery is necessary. Some pa- 
tients fail to do this, however, and it 
is necessary to take a history from all 
patients. A few simple questions are 
all that are necessary. These may be: 


1. Are you under the care of a physi- 
cian? 

2. Are you taking any medicines? 

3. Have you had rheumatic fever or 
any form of heart trouble? 


If the patient has had rheumatic fever, 
proper medications can be given to 
protect him. 

A thorough oral examination is 
necessary on all rheumatic heart pa- 
tients. This should include radio- 
graphic as well as a clinical examina- 
tion and vitality tests where indicated. 














The radiographs will bring out the 
condition of the bone and will show 
any retained root tips, impacted teeth, 
ill constructed dentistry, or caries. The 
condition of the teeth, occlusion, and 
gingival health will be discovered with 
the clinical examination. 

It is generally accepted that oral sep- 
sis must be removed in rheumatic heart 
patients. Removal of oral sepsis does 
not necessarily mean extraction of 
teeth. Poor oral hygiene and periodon- 
tal disease may be a great hazard. A 
large total area is usually involved. It 
has been estimated that even in mild 
periodontal disease the total ulcerative 
area may exceed eight square inches. 
Infected gingival crevices around a 
tooth, although a favorite breeding 
ground for bacteria, is frequently dis- 
regarded. 

Bacteremias are commonly found 
after mastication or massaging in pa- 
tients with gingival pathology. Slightly 
loosened teeth may act as pistons forc- 
ing the bacteria into the blood stream. 
It is obvious that periodontal disease 
could be serious to the patient and 
should be eliminated by proper treat- 
ment and home care. 

Bacteremias are frequently found 
following tooth extractions. Infection 
is associated with most teeth that are 
to be extracted. Infected pulps, peri- 
apical lesions and pericoronal lesions 
must be treated with respect. 

Patients with valvular heart disease 
may develop subacute bacterial endo- 
carditis as a consequence. Because the 
organisms are forced into the blood 
stream from the gingival crevice and/or 
periapical areas, it is imperative that 
gingival sepsis be eradicated before ex- 
tractions. When one considers the un- 
favorable course of the disease, it is 
apparent that every known prophylac- 
tic measure should be taken to protect 
the patient from subacute bacterial en- 
docarditis or other exacerbations of the 
existing disease. With prophylactic pro- 





cedures bacteremias still occur, but sub- 
acute bacterial endocarditis is less likely 
to occur. 

The following are prophylactic meth- 
ods suggested by the American Heart 
Association.* 


Ist Choice: Intramuscular and oral 
penicillin. 
200,000-250,000 U by mouth Q.I.D. 
for 5 days beginning 2 days prior 
to surgery and 600,000 U aqueous 
penicillin IM with 600,000 U pro- 
caine penicillin IM shortly before 
surgery. 

2nd choice: Oral penicillin 
200,000 to 250,000 U Q.1.D. for 5 
days beginning 2 days prior to 
surgery. 

Contraindications: History of sensi- 
tivity to penicillin. 

Other antibiotics: For patients sensi- 
tive to penicillin, erythromycin or 
the broad spectrum antibiotics. 

Instruct all patients to report to their 
physician if they develop a fever within 
a month following the dental pro- 
cedure. 

If the patient is not decompensated, 
and appropriate antibiotic therapy is 
used, there is every reason to anticipate 
a normal operative and postoperative 
course. 


Prevention of disease is of prime im- 
portance to the rheumatic heart pa- 
tient. They should be instructed on 
oral hygiene, foods to eat, and correct 
toothbrushing; have periodic checkups 
to control and correct caries and gingi- 
vitis; and receive protective antibiotics 
thérapy before any oral surgical pro- 
cedure.

Fine, Imprison Lab Man 


A Joliet dental laboratory technician, John Boyden, has for many years 
openly violated provisions of the Illinois Dental Practice Act by taking im- 
pressions and making dentures directly for the public. On Monday, April 4, 
1960, Circuit Court Judge James V. Bartley found Boyden guilty of violat- 
ing a 1955 injunction which perpetually enjoined and restrained him from 
practicing dentistry, taking impressions, and making dentures for the pub- 
lic. After finding Boyden guilty of violating the injunction by continuing to 
render services to the public, Judge Bartley fined him $5000 and sentenced 
him to a year in the prison at Vandalia. 

This successful investigation and prosecution of Boyden resulted from the 
cooperative efforts of members of the Will-Grundy County Dental Society, 
local law enforcement officers, and the Law Enforcement Commission of the 
Illinois State Dental Society. 


Uphold Advertising Ban 


On March 17 Judge Walker Butler of the Cook County Superior Court 
ruled that the 1959 amendment to Section 5a of the Illinois Dental Prac- 
tice Act is a valid exercise of police power by the General Assembly. 

Two dental laboratories filed suit against the Reuben H. Donnelley 
Corporation last September and obtained a temporary injunction pre- 
venting the company from refusing to publish display advertising in the 
Chicago Red Book. The 1959 amendment limits a laboratory listing to 
name, address, and telephone number in the fewest number of lines 
necessary to disclose such information. Subsequently the injunction was 
broadened by Judge Butler so as to cover all classified telephone directories 
published by Donnelley for circulation throughout the State of Illinois. 

By this decree Judge Butler dissolved the temporary injunction and dis- 
missed the complaint for want of equity. The effect of his decision is to 
restore to full force the 1959 amendment. All publishers of telephone 
directories for circulation in Illinois have been notified and will be ex- 
pected to cooperate in obeying the law.

There is tremendous interest these 
days in the history of the Civil War, 
since we soon will be observing the cen- 
tennial of the beginning of the armed 
conflict where brother fought against 
brother. We from Illinois have an un- 
paralleled opportunity to make a first 
hand study of one of the war’s most 
famous battlegrounds by taking a short 
trip to the Vicksburg National Military 
Park in Vicksburg, Mississippi. So let’s 
take a minute to consider what such a 
trip could teach us. 

The park covers 1,324 acres of rolling 
hills encircling the city, on the banks of 
the Mississippi River. Here is the au- 
thentic and original location of the 
siege of Vicksburg, preserved for posteri- 
ty at first by the citizens of Vicksburg, 
and later by the national park board. 

Union Road, following the battle line 
of the Federals, and Confederate Road, 
marking the battle line of the Confeder- 
acy, preserve the actual displacement of 
troops during the siege of 1862. The 
story of the siege is demonstrated by 
literally hundreds upon hundreds of 
marble and bronze monuments mark- 
ing trenches and gun emplacements, 
locating battles, and identifying the 
troop combatants from the various 
states. 

The grounds are beautifully kept 
with flowering shrubs and shady trees 
that will remind you of the colorful ex- 
panse of an exclusive golf course. Even 
so, this beauty will not prevent you 
from visualizing the terrible fury that 


once engulfed these hills in bloody 
battle. 

There are hundreds of equestrian 
statues on the grounds, and many of 
the states who furnished troops in the 
conflict have erected monuments to 
their native sons. The Illinois monu- 
ment is one of the most beautiful in the 
park. Situated on top of one of the 
rolling hills and made of white marble, 
it is modeled after the Roman Panthe- 
on. A number of white marble steps 
leading down from the monument to 
the roadway below lend a grandiose 
setting to your view of this memorial. 
Appropriately enough, the marble 
frieze carries one of Abraham Lincoln’s 
most famous sayings, “with malice 
toward none, with charity for all, let us 
have peace.” 

It is possible to stay in your car and 
drive down the winding roads at a slow 
pace, which would take an hour or an 
hour and a half, but by far the best 
procedure is to park your car and make 
the trip by foot. That way you can 
study the various troop emplacements 
and see, for example, the marker show- 
ing the 32nd Alabama Infantry facing 
the 24th Indiana Infantry just across the 
roadway. It will make your scalp tingle 
a little to realize that you are standing 
in what was once a no-man’s land be- 
tween the opposing forces! It takes a 
good four hours to make the trip on 
foot, but if you stop and study the bat- 
tlegrounds it will of course take longer. 

This might be a good time for you to 
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plan a trip down there since the official 
observance of the 100th anniversary of 
the start of the Civil War begins this 
year. South Carolina, the first state to 
defect, seceded on December 20, 1860, 
and Mississippi, the second to do so, 
seceded on January 9, 1861. Chicagoans 
can make the trip to Vicksburg and 
back over a long week-end and have 
plenty of time to spend in the park. 
Many of our downstaters have it made, 


because they are half-way there already, 

Nearby the Park is the Vickburg Na- 
tional Cemetery, where more than 16,- 
000 Union soldiers lie at rest. If you 
have never seen a large national ceme- 
tery be sure to drive over to this one. 
The many white crosses standing row 
upon row will make you pause to con- 
template the futility of the war between 
the states.

BOOK REVIEWS 





Pathology for Students of Dentistry

The author has admirably accomp- 
lished a very difficult task. The conden- 
sation of the extensive field of general 
pathology into 300 pages has been done 
in a style that is fluent and informative. 

The practice of writing books spe- 
cifically for use by dental or medical 
students is not generally looked upon 
with favor by the reviewer. In this case, 
however, many topics of general pathol- 
ogy, such as inflammation, tumors and 
vascular reactions are covered adequate- 
ly. There are, of course, subjects that 
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must be omitted in a limited treatise of 
this type, but it is most unfortunate that 
the endocrine glands were not discussed 
because of their importance to dental 
health. 

Two of the better chapters in this 
book deal with diseases of the blood and 
the respiratory system. It is not clear 
why peptic ulceration was singled out 
for special treatment when other sub- 
jects of greater importance to dentistry 
could have been included. 

The book is recommended for stu- 
dents’ use as a concise survey of the more 
important areas of general pathology. 
The dental practitioner will find it a 
helpful source of review.

The Division of Dental Health of the 
Illinois State Department of Public 
Health has on its staff dental x-ray tech- 
nicians specially trained to take bite- 
wing x-rays of school children. The De- 
partment is divided into five regions, 
and each region has a staff of full-time 
public health personnel. 

The dental consultant in each region 
has as one of his responsibilities the ini- 
tiating of dental x-ray programs. This 
is done with the cooperation of local 
dentists and school administrators. 
These programs are designed to give 
children an educational experience and 
to encourage them to seek early and 
periodic dental care. Aside from the 
educational aspects of the program, the 
dental x-rays serve as a valuable diag- 
nostic aid to the dentist who does the 
follow-up work. 

The x-ray programs are scheduled 
during the school year, and during the 
summer months the technicians take 
dental x-rays at the county fairs and at 
the Illinois State Fair. 

Since over 31,000 children _partici- 
pated in our state-wide x-ray program 
last year, it is of extreme interest, both 
to us in the Public Health Department 


as well as to the private practitioner, to 
find out how effective these x-rays are 
in motivating parents to seek dental 
care for their children. 

The 1958-59 Dental X-Ray Evalua- 
tion Survey was conducted in schools in 
the areas of the West Central Region 
as shown on table I. The dental bite- 
wing x-rays were made available to 
the school children during the period 
beginning September 4 through De- 
cember 11, 1958. The evaluation survey 
was carried out during the months of 
April, and part of May, 1959. Not all of 
the children x-rayed had the same 
amount of time to bring the x-rays to 
a dentist for interpretation. Some chil- 
dren had as much as six months’ evalu- 
ation survey time, while others had 
only three months. 

The letter on the next page (form 1) 
was used for the survey. With the co- 
operative effort of school nurses, a su- 
perintendent of county schools, and a 
community district superintendent, 
these forms were distributed to the 
schools. Instructions were given to chil- 
dren who were x-rayed to take these 
letters home for their parents to fill 
out, and to return them, completed and

Participation Survey 


The results on table II show that 
out of a possible 10,815 who were eli- 
gible to receive this service, 7,317 chil- 
dren had dental x-rays. This represents 
67.6% of the children. From the num- 
ber of children that were x-rayed, 373 
(5.1%) moved from school by the time 
the evaluation survey got under way, 


x-ray evaluation forms (see form |), and the num- 
ber of children who moved before returning these 
forms. 


letters (form I) returned (5,236), it was 
decided to consult with a statistician to 
ease the job of interpreting the results. 
Our instructions were to number each 
individual survey form and to keep the 
returns from each area separate. The 
purpose of numbering of the sheets was 
twofold: 

1.A misplaced or lost survey form 
could be easily identified or associated 
with the specific area.

was represented in the same proportion 
to the total. The sample that was drawn 
represented 314 survey forms (table 
III). 

Dr. Orvis Hoag and I reviewed each 
form (letter), and from the possible 
four replies that could be obtained, we 
chose only one—the one that in our 
opinion best complied with the infor- 
mation requested. These replies were 
placed in one of the six categories as 
shown on table III. In reviewing the

written information pertaining to state- 
ment number four which required in- 
terpretation. To minimize these inter- 
pretations for future surveys, we decided

to revise the letter (evaluation survey 
form II). It is hoped that this new form 
will encourage check marks rather than 
lengthy written replies. 


Evaluating Sample 


From the 6% probability sample 
(table III), it was found that 32.8% of 
the children x-rayed from each of the 
areas went to a dentist, that 17.5% had 
made an appointment to go to a den- 
tist, and that another 32.8% received 
regular dental care. We viewed the first 
three categories as being favorable, and 
the last three categories as being unfa- 
vorable. Approximately 1% of the chil- 
dren from each of the areas lost their 
x-rays, and 4.7% gave financial reasons 
for not bringing the x-rays to the den- 
tist. It was found that 11.1% represent- 
ed statements that were not clear and 
could not be placed in any of the other 
five categories. 


Discussion 


Each year many dental x-rays are tak- 
en of school children throughout the 
State, and the problem of evaluating 
the effectiveness of the x-rays is ever 
present for the dental consultant. It is 
hoped that the method of evaluation 
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described in this report will lessen this 
problem. In looking at table I we find 
that Hamilton High School shows a low 
percentage of the children being x- 
rayed and no participation in the evalu- 
ation program. For this reason the 
school was excluded from the probabil- 
ity sample. 

Since 11.1% of the answers were 
not clear, it was decided to revise the 
survey form (letter to parents). This re- 
vised form is not only beneficial in ob- 
taining information for a survey, but 
it also acts as a record for school nurses 
when the evaluation program is com- 
pleted. The new evaluation form is cur- 
rently being used in Christian County, 
and it will also be used in St. Clair 
County. School nurses in these areas 
seem to welcome this type of survey. 








Summary 


1. By taking a probability sample it 
makes it possible to evaluate a large 
number of dental x-ray programs at one 
time. 


2. The revised evaluation form may 
also be used as a permanent record for 
school nurses. 


3. Any discrepancies in the survey 
forms can be discovered from the sam- 


ple. 


4. Families financially unable to pro- 
vide dental care can come to the at- 
tention of the school nurse.

A new Radiation Control Act, approved July 17, 1959, by the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, provides, ““‘no person shall intentionally administer radiation to a human 
being unless such person is licensed to practice a treatment of human ailments by 
virtue of the Illinois Medical, Dental or Chiropody Practice Acts, or, as technician, 
nurse or other assistant, is acting under the supervision, prescription, or direction 
of such licensed person.” 

It is the opinion of the members of the Chicago Roentgen Society that the use 
of shoe-fitting fluoroscopes is not necessary for the proper fitting of shoes and is 
dangerous to the public health. It is their opinion that any member of the medi- 
cal, dental, or chiropody professions who allows the use of a shoe-fitting fluoro- 
scope under his supervision is making a travesty of the Radiation Control Act and 
is defeating its purpose. 

It will be appreciated if you would convey this opinion of the Chicago Roentgen 
Society to the members of your Society.

For an appreciation of present day 
dentistry, here is an excerpt from the 
book, Elizabeth the Great, by Elizabeth

“The toothache the queen had since 
October came in December to a raging 
climax that kept her without sleep for 
forty-eight hours. 

“Elizabeth was forty-five, but she had 
never had a tooth pulled out, and com- 
bined with unwillingness to lose one was 
a shrinking from the operation itself. A 
meeting of the Privy Council was con- 
vened to deal with this emergency, at 
which the ministers listened to the opin- 
ion of the tooth-drawer called Fevatus. 
He told them it was possible to dress 
the tooth with a preparation of fenu- 
greek that would make it fall out by 
itself, but in that case, great care had 
to be taken to protect the teeth on 
either side. What he recommended was 
immediate extraction by the ordinary 
method. 


“The Council, having heard him, de- 
cided upon extraction to a man, and 
a body of them, taking a surgeon with 
them, waited on the exhausted queen. 
They had the advantage that among 
their number was Elizabeth’s life-long 
admirer John Aylmer, now Bishop of 
London. Aylmer had had charge of 
Lady Jane Grey when she was four 
years old, and had gained an experience 
in crises of this nature which his col- 
leagues had not had an opportunity ‘to 
acquire. The Council’s view was repeat- 
ed to the queen, and before she could 
open her lips to protest, Dr. Aylmer 
said to her he had not many teeth left 
in his head, but such as he had were 
entirely at her service. The surgeon 
should now pull one of them out, and 
she would see that it was no such great 
matter. The surgeon then drew out one 
of the bishop’s teeth, and the queen 
consented to have her own taken out.”

OBITUARY 





LeROY H. WOLFE 
1882-1959 


Dr. LeRoy Horace Wolfe, 76, who 
practiced dentistry for more than fifty 
years, most of that time in Quincy, 
passed away December 8 in his home 
after a long illness. 

Dr. Wolfe started the practice of den- 
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tistry in Hull in 1905, soon after his 
graduation from the Keokuk . Medical 
College (later taken over by the Uni- 
versity of Iowa), and in 1911 he estab- 
lished his office in Quincy.

Dr. Wolfe was also interested in taxi- 
dermy and his collection of skulls was 
one of the finest in the country before 
he gave part of it to Quincy High School 
and Northwestern University. 

Among his hobbies were trap and 
skeet shooting, hunting, fishing and fly 
tying.

ARMY DENTISTS CELEBRATE 
49TH ANNIVERSARY 


The Army Dental Corps celebrated 
its 49th anniversary on March 3. Al- 
though it was established by Congress 
in 1911, the Army Dental Corps has 


antecedents dating from the Civil War. 


Although the Confederate States of 
America passed a law for conscription 
of dentists to serve in thesConfederate 
Army in 1864, it was not until 1901 that 
the first contract dental surgeons were 
appointed by the Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral. These thirty men wore the uni- 
form and enjoyed the privileges of an 
Army officer, but held no rank until 
they became first lieutenants with the 
establishment of the Corps in 1911. 

Today the Army Dental Corps has ap- 
proximately 1,800 dentists on active 
duty in about 300 dental clinics in the 
United States and overseas. 


SURVEY OF DENTISTRY OFFICIAL 
URGES SCHOOL CHANGES 


What changes could dental schools 
make to give intellectual and cultural 
stimulation to their students? This sub- 
ject was discussed April 6 by Dr. Byron 
S. Hollinshead, director of the Com- 
mittee on the Survey of Dentistry, Chi- 
ago, at the annual meeting of the Har- 
vard Alumni Association in Boston. Dr. 
Hollinshead suggested three changes: 
closer liaison of the dental school with 
the parent university, stronger efforts 
to improve teaching, and establishment 
of a new section of dental health and 
practice. In considering the three points, 
he said that: 

Specialized and professional schools 
should be as close as possible, physically 
and spirtually, to the heart of the uni- 
versity. Yet, he said, the practices of 
dental schools do not indicate that they 
try very hard to ensure such close rela- 
tionship. 

In most dental schools, students do 
not feel that there is a central plan of 
education since teachers give courses in 
one field without relation to what goes 
on in another. However, he noted, “‘ex- 
periments are now going on in dental 
and medical schools in one place or

another which lead me to believe that 
some schools are making headway in 
eliminating or reducing some of the 
teaching problems. . .” 

Each dental school should establish 
a new section of dental health and prac- 
tice. This new section, he noted, should 
develop a four-year course, meeting 
three hours per week each semester. 
These three sessions, he added, might 
consist of a one-hour lecture to the 
whole class, a one-hour discussion with 
students divided into small sections of 
not more than twenty-five each, and a 
one-hour meeting to consider papers 
prepared by the students. He felt such 
a four-year course should include such 
general headings as: history and orienta- 
tion, dental health and society, psy- 
chological and economic factors in den- 
tal practice, hospital releations, continu- 
ing education and research, and pro- 
fessional ethics. Dr. Hollinshead com- 
mented that he felt time could be found 
for the new section by paring non- 
essentials from the list of current course 
offerings. 


"DENTURISTS" ACTIVATE CASE 
IN STATE OF WASHINGTON 


The initiative filed January 11 by a 
group of dental laboratory technicians 
has been given the following title and 
synopsis by the state Attorney General: 


Initiative Measure 206 
Authorizing and Licensing Denturistry 
“An act defining and regulating the 


practice of denturistry; creating a new 
class of licenses known as denturists; 
defining denturists as persons who make, 
fit, and repair dentures for healthy and 
toothless human mouths and who are 
not licensed dentists; authorizing the 
employment of apprentices by denturists 
and providing for their registration; de- 
fining apprentices as persons at least 
sixteen years of age who engage in den- 
turist Operations under the supervision 
of a licensed denturist; fixing standards, 





requirements and fees; creating a state 
board of denturistry and defining its 
powers and duties; and providing pen- 
alties.” 

In order to have the initiative placed 
on the ballot for next fall’s elections, 
proponents must secure 100,000 signa- 
tures by July 8, 1960. 

The Washington State Dental Asso- 
ciation and its Legislative Interest Com- 
mittee are organizing a vigorous cam- 
paign to defeat the measure. 


C.D.S. WINS NEW TV SPOT 


Totem Club, a children’s program on 
WTTW—Channel 11—from 5:00 to 
5:30 p.m. now includes a segment every 
Tuesday featuring Dr. George W. 
Teuscher, dean of the Northwestern 
University Dental School and past presi- 
dent of the Chicago Dental Society. 

With the Kent More puppets, Punch 
and Croc, Dr. Teuscher discusses dental 
care for a children’s audience, combin- 
ing entertainment with education for 
dental health. 

The series on Totem Club was in- 
augurated because an earlier series 
“Your Dental Health” on WTTW, in 
cooperation with the Chicago Dental 
Society, brought much favorable com- 
ment from viewers. 


FORAND BILL SETBACK FAILS TO 
DAMPEN "AGED" PROPOSALS 


Even though the Forand bill (H.R. 
4700) was voted down March 31 by the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
consideration of measures to provide 
some degree of health care for the aged 
continues to be a prime topic in Con- 
gress. Rep. Aime J. Forand (D., R.1.) 
has filed a discharge petition to force 
his bill out of the committee’s hands 
and onto the House floor. Observers 
doubt, however, that he can obtain the 
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needed 216 signatures of House mem- 
bers to save his measure which would 
provide medical and hospital care for 
persons eligible to receive social security 
benefits. 

On the Senate side, the A.D.A. 
has presented a statement giving the 
dental profession’s opposition to the 
Forand plan and similar measures to 
the committee considering such legisla- 
tion. Witnesses for the American Medi- 
cal Association and the insurance in- 
dustry also opposed such legislation. 
While the Eisenhower administration 
has announced its opposition to any 
health care plan utilizing the social 
security tax system, it is known Secretary 
Arthur S. Flemming of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare is confering with ex- 
perts on a possible alternate proposal 
to be made shortly by his department. 

Meanwhile, on April 7, Senator 
Jacob Javits (R., N.Y.) and seven other 
Republican senators intruduced a bill 
(S. 3350) intended to meet some of the 
objections of the Administration to the 
Forand proposal. Under his proposal, 
health care insurance would be made 
available to those over 65 at a cost 
ranging from 50 cents to $13 per month 
depending upon the subscriber’s income. 
The difference between the subscriber’s 
payment and the total cost would be 
paid to the private insurance carriers 
by the federal and state governments. 
Based on the assumption that seventy 
per cent of those eligible would join 
such a plan, Senator Javits estimated 
the average annual cost to be $400 mil- 
lion to the federal government, and 
$640 million to the states.
